Stalin’s Price 


Is Conjectured 


By Diplomats

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25—Skepti- 
cal diplomats today questioned 
whether and at what price Gen- 
eralissimo Stalin actually would 
co-operate to end the Korean War. 

Stalin’s response to an inquiry 
On this point, the fourth of a series 
of four questions and answers pub- 
lished by the New York Tinies this 
morning, created more interest 
here among professional diplomats 
than any of his other responses. 

But on first reading, these ex- 
perts were uncertain whether Stal- 
in was interested primarily in 
Stimulating some new diplomatic 
approach or whether he was con- 
cerned as a propaganda maker to 
overcome the apparent ill effects 
of Soviet maneuvers in the U. N. 
General Assembly in the last few 
weeks. Russia and Jater Red China 
rejected outright an Indian peace 
plan for Korea and asserted peace 
could be made only on Russia's 
terms. This attitude aroused wide- 
‘spread resentment. 
| The possibility was also raised 
that the Stalin answers were a 
‘diplomatic maneuver designed to 
‘feel out the incoming Eisenhower 
administration on: 

' 1. The chances of making a So- 
| viet-American deal. 

| 2. The price which FEis2nhower 
would be willing to pay to end the 
Korean War. 

3. The firmness of American re- 
sistance to Soviet expansionist 
policies.

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Taking a Look 
At New Congress 


While the lobbyists whet their knives 
in anticipation of the opening of the 
83rd Congress, it is interesting to look 
into the general make-up of the nation- 
al legislative body that will work with 
the first GOP administration in 20 years. 

In contrast to General Eisenhower's 
popular victory, he was able to win only 
token control of the House and Senate. 

Of the 96 senators, 48 are regular 
Republicans while another has bolted to 


become an Independent. Forty-seven are’ 


Democrats. Of the 15 new members, 
nine are GOPs and six are Democrats. 
Ike’s control, if figured on strictly parti- 
san lines, will be precarious indeed. At 
least in the beginning, however, he is 
expected to have enough bipartisan sup- 
port to insure enactment of his legisla- 
tive program. 

The new House of Representatives 
will be composed of 221 Republicans 
and 213 Democrats with one Independ- 
ent, giving the GOP a working majority 
of only seven members. Here, too, the 
Democrats are expected to co-operate in 
the beginning with the Republican pro- 
gram. There are 75 new members of the 
House, 48 of them GOPs and 27 Demo- 
crats. 

The new Congress will represent al- 

most every major profession in the 
United States. Its average age is 53 and 
most of its members are experienced 
politicians, with 92 per cent of the sena- 
tors having engaged in civic service be- 
fore coming to Washington, while 84 per 
cent of the House members have had 
previous government or political train- 
ing. 
- The majority of the new Congress 
is from the legal profession while most 
of its members are war veterans. Look-. 
ing at the breakdown of professions, we 
find: 

Fifty-eight per cent of both the Sen- 
ate and House are lawyers while roughly 
one-third of them are from business and 
banking professions. Agriculture is rep- 
resented by 21 per cent in the Senate 
and 14 per cent in the House. 

Ages vary greatly, ranging from the 
new GOP House member from Virginia, 
William C. Wampler, who is 26, to 
Sen. Theodore Francis Green (Dem., 
R. I.), who is 85. Sen. Russell Long 
(Dem., La.), is the youngest senator 
at 34. 

The new House of Representatives 
will be composed of 80 per cent with 
previous service, most of them having 
been re-elected this year. In the Sen- 
ate, 94 per cent have previous congres- 
sional experience. 

The new Congress is like most Con- 
gresses. It represents the many and va- 
ried careers that go to make up America. 
It consists of such different types as a 
former labor-union official, a past presi- 
dent of the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers, an apple grower, and manu- 
facturers. Many of its members have 
served as governors of their states, as 
judges and mayors. All but seven mem- 
bers have had some sort of political ex- 
perience. 

Most of them are veterans, some 
having served in both world wars. Four 
served in the Spanish-American War. 
Two are Negroes. Twelve are women. 

On domestic policy, the President- 
elect’s majorities will not be quite so 
large as in foreign policy, but he is ex- 
pected to command enough bipartisan 
support to assure approval of most of 
his internal program. 

It now looks like the 83rd Congress 
will be the most harmonious in years. 
Certainly it will be in a mood to co- 
operate with the President-elect in view 
of his overwhelming popular majority 
in the recent election.

Our Troubles in Asia 


Are Far From Qver 


The era of recrimination is not over. 
The quest for scapegoats will be with us 
for awhile, and it is possible that many 
more reputations will be shattered on 
the altar of “wrong guessers.” 

The calamitous events in the Far 
East have shocked all Americans, but 
at the same time it is difficult to see 
that the course of events would have 
been different regardless of who had 
been running the show. What we did 
in China was circumscribed by what the 
American people themselves would ac- 
cept in the way of assigning money and 
materials to save that unhappy land. 

-It is well to call attention again to 
the fact that the fate of China and our 
involvement in the Japanese War was 
sealed when Herbert Hoover failed to 
take action when the Japanese launched 
their first aggressions in the autumn of 
1931. The Japanese move in Man- 
churia led to World War II. 
not blame Hoover alone. He was guid- 
ed, too, by public opinion. If he could 
have acted as Truman did in Korea in 
1950, @he forces that led togworld War

II might have been checked then and 
there. 

The 15 years of exhaustive struggle, 
coupled with the corrupt and cruel re- 
gime of Chiang Kai-shek, provided 
ample ground for the Communists to 
move in. When they did, they had the 
help of the masses of Chinese people, 
few of whom were actually Commu- 
nists but who had rejected Chiang. 

The old Chinese state, ruled by Con- 
fucian principles that upheld a ruth- 
less monarchy in varying forms for 50 
centuries, had been undermined by 
Western ideas and Western education. 
Its younger generation, with no founda- 
tiows upon which to cling, turned to 
communism because its militant, disci- 
plined organization offered them an al- 
ternative. By training and tradition, 
they were not ready for democracy in 
the Western sense. But they were 
ready for revolution—a revolution the 
Communists moved in to direct where 
Chiang had failed. 

After the American decision to bring 
Russia into the Japanese War to save 
American lives, the Kremlin gave the 
Communists ‘control of Manchuria— 
China’s industrial area. The fact this 
was unnecessary was unknown at the 
time. The decision was a military one 
(urged by MacArthur) to save Ameri- 
can lives in the anticipated invasion 
of the Japanese mainland. 

Russia failed to live up to her com- 
mitments. Instead, she provided arms 
and supplies to the Communist revo- 
lutionaries. To have countered this ac- 
tivity, the United States would have 
been compelled to make China a puppet 
state, involving us more deeply, mili- 
tarily and financially, than even Japan 
had become involved. The American 
people would never have accepted that. 
It would have required, too, an out- 
right break with the Chiang regime. 

There are those who say that the 
Communist episode in Chinese history 
will not last more than a generation and 
that it is only a part of a revolution that 
was inevitable. In the meantime, Chi- 
nese nationalism must run its course 
and we must continue to make every 
effort to contain that nationalism and 
to direct the revolutionary movements 
in the remaining Asian countries in the 
direction of freedom, lest they, too, turn 
to communism. 

At any rate, thé recriminations will 
go on. They will accomplish nothing. 
We are involved in the Far East because 
our interests there are such that we can- 
not get out. The long pull ahead re- 
quires united and patient effort on the 
part of the American government for 
many years, perhaps generations.

Announcement that 50 carloads of 
medical supplies and 10 miles of emer- 
gency water mains have arrived in At- 
lanta for use in case of air attack should 
not be taken lightly by the people of this 
city. It dramatizes the importance of 
being prepared for an emergency should 
an enemy unleash a devastating atomic 
attack on America. 

It is significant that Atlanta is one 
of the six centers in the United States 
to receive supplies in such quantity. As 
the rail and commercial center of the 
Southeast, it is of vast strategic impor- 
tance to the entire area. It would bea 
primary target in an atomic war and 
its people would suffer severe casual- 
ties. 

George M. (Pup) Phillips is doing a 
good job as area civil defense director. 
He needs all the co-operation he can 
get. He needs more than anything else 
public understanding of the seriousness 
of the situation. If war should come, 
it would be too late to prepare. The re- 
sult would be thousands of needless 
casualties. Citizens, city and county 
governments should co-operate in every 
possible way to insure an adequate 
program.

James 
Murray of Muskogee, Okla., had been killed 
a few days after General Eisenhower left 
Korea. They ran his picture, sitting un- 
happily at the end of an upturned ammo 

ag DOX, balancing a food tray 
=: on his lap,.the day he and 
‘ two other GIs had chow 
* with the next President of 
the United States. 
I watched Murray that 
' day and felt for him. He 
was a fine looking, strong 
boy, fathoms deep in the 
silence that immerses sol- 
diers who have seen ac- 
tion and have no intention 
of rehashing it in words. 
It was nice, he guessed, to be one of the 
three chosen to eat with the general. But 
he would have been a lot happier sitting a 
little higher up on the icy slope with the 
other men of Company B. 


Those with cameras, official and un- 
official, ground away at close range as the 
general and the three GIs attacked their 
pork shops, mashed potatoes, sauerkraut, 
rolls, Dutch apple pie and coffee. 


Corporal Murray said nothing. He had 
been silent, too, when he overheard the fol- 
lowing, just before he lined up behind Ike 
in the mess line: Ike, on being introduced 
to certain officers of the outfit was told: 


‘‘We pulled them out of the line just for 
you.”’ 

“At least I did some good by coming up 
here,” Ike said with a grin 

‘", » « And we’re sending them back just 
as soon as you’re gone,’’ the officer finished. 
Ike’s grin dissolved and he went on about 
the business of lunch. 

The general, for all his affability, couldn’t 
overcome the shyness of the three men—all 
of whom realized they’d come in for a lot 
of ribbing once they were free to get off 
the spotlight. He addressed most of his re- 
marks to his left to Sgt. Jack Hutcherson, 
of Frankfort, Mo., and Murray. The only 
thing he said to the man on his right, a pri- 
vate first class named Casper Skudlerak of 
Avon, Mich., was ‘‘How you doin’, son?” 
The query caught Casper with a mouth full 
of food. He smiled, displaying an arresting 
arrangement of half-submerged potatoes, 
meat and sauerkraut, and tried to say 
“Okay, sir.’’ It came out something dif- 
ferent. 

Eisenhower ate more rapidly than the 
troops. He talked as he ate: about the slow- 
ness in promotions, and then mainly about 
the food. He liked sauerkraut. He liked the 
fact that the food was hot. 

Ike finished first. Murray was last to 
finish, and he ate quickly toward the end 
when he saw the general’s plate was clean. 
Ike stood up, said something about the 
“‘brass’’ being inside a neighboring tent, and 
invited the three GIs to come along with 
him. They went into the darkened place, 


saluted, were introduced around, and seemed 


relieved to be dismissed. They went back 
up the hill, and there they could talk. They 
agreed Ike was a good Joe, for a general. 

It was Murray’s first and last ‘‘public 
appearance.’’ He was killed shortly after on 
one of the countless patrols that are per- 
petually fanning out from what more home 
fronters feel are inactive lines. Like the 
others in Korea who are dying at this time 
of year when, if possible, the sacrifice is 
more poignant, Cpl. Murray couldn’t wait for 
the solution Eisenhower and the men around 
him are seeking. His death should have a 
subtle effect on the earnest efforts of good 
men to bring peace to the earth.

Threatened Senate 
— Storm Blows Over 


* WASHINGTON — The Republican storm 
that threatened over the majority Jeader- 
ship of the Senate has passed without serious 
repercussions. Senator Taft is apparently to 
be given the post unop- 
posed in a move for peace 
and harmony at the be- 
ginning of the new Eisen- 
hower administration. 

It never did make 
sense that the Republi- 
cans could work out any 
other solution to the Sen- 
ate. leadership problem. 
Having declared himself 
available for the post, 

a Senator Taft was the in- 
evitable choice from the start. He has been 
the actual party leader in the chamber for 
some years, though not holding the title. 

It is wise for the Republicans to entrust 
him with the official position of majority 
leader, for in this role he will have the re- 
sponsibility of carrying forward the admin- 
istration program. The office will also put 
him in close contact with the White House on 
something of a day-to-day basis, a relation- 
ship that will tend to reduce the possibility 
of party strife. 

The alternative was to oppose Taft and 
thereby widen the smouldering breach that 
exists between him and Eisenhower. Re- 
publicans will find it hard enough to keep 
down the fires of bitterness started at the 
convention. To have opposed the senator in 
his ambitions to take over the leadership 
post would have been to add fuel to the 
flames. 

Many of General Ike’s friends in the Sen- 
ate were apprehensive about the Ohio Sen- 
ator being allowed to take over the impor- 
tant majority leadership position. They 
were distrustful of ‘im and afraid of what 
he might do with the power that fell his lot. 
For this reason, they sought to have the 
President-elect personally intervene. They 
wanted him to bring the pressure of his 
office to bear in preventing Taft’s election. 

But Eisenhower correctly saw the. dis- 
aster his coming administration would court 
in such a move. He refysed to yield to the 
overtures, quietly made, and let it be known 
publicly that he would not interfere in the 
fight that was threatened. After that, Taft's 
election was marked down as a certainty. 
It was a wise decision. 

None of this is to say that with Taft as 
majority leader there still will not be differ- 
ences with the Whe House under the new 
administration. There undoubtedly will he. 
But experience shows that a man occupying 
that close relationship with the White House 
under a President of his own party is more 
likely to be co-operative than obstructionist.

— By Desertion 


The abandonment of children by fathers has become a national 
problem. It seems to have become not only possible but almost 
socially acceptable for a man to walk out and leave his wife and 
children when the going gets rough. 

Hundreds of men in Georgia have done that recently, leaving 
misery and suffering in their wake. Workers at the Christmas 
Bureau reported that the assignment of playing Santa Claus was 
made greater by the number of deserted families. 


Seldom is a mother articulate about a father’s going. Often the 
personal humiliation and grief are too great for her to discuss and 
sometimes she is both too bitter and too busy to express anything 
she might happen to feel. 


A reader who asked that her name be withheld has written us 
an account of what desertion meant at her home. She told of 
Christmas preparations up and down the street and the two little 
girls’ questions about when Daddy might came home from his 
‘business trip.”’ 

“The mother got up from her chair. 

** ‘Get your sister and I will tell you.’ "”’ 

She went toward the stairs, trying to halt her trembling. In her 
bedroom she opened a dresser drawer and from beneath a stack of 
underwear she pulled out and re-read a petition of divorce that had 
been filed against her. She put it away again, combed her hair, put 
on fresh lipstick and went back to her daughters. 


‘“‘She told them as quietly as possible and with but little weep- 
ing that Daddy was not coming home again. Then before they had 
time to do any thinking about it, she suggested that they go shopping. 
From the $25 Daddy had left with his cruel little note, both girls got: 
new shoes and gifts for him.”’ 


Back at home the children suggested tentatively that if thev 
put up the Christmas tree ‘‘Daddy will come by and see the lights 
and come home.’’ 

The children got the tree and decked it, banishing the mother 
to her room to wait and be ‘“‘surprised.’’ The 9-year-old made a 
manger ‘scene from the box her new shoes had come in. 

“Night after night the light from that tree glowed in a home 
made cesolate by desertion and day after dav the mother and the 
children believed that Daddy would come home. But Daddy did 
not come. :

If your beloved said it with 
flowers, or if you are wearing 
a different spray for every ride 
on the social merry-go-round, or 
if the ‘‘house’’ received some 
plants as gifts, don’t think their 
life is doomed.

It's best to keep cyclamen in 
a cool location and in the sun 
during the day.

Call Lawyer 
Custodian of 


Brink’s Loot 


BOSTON.. Dec. 25 \.P The Daily 
Record says the FBI knows of a 
Boston lawwer who has been cus- 
todian of the $1,219,000 stolen in 
the. sensational Brink's robbery of 
1950. 

The FBI declined comment on 
the report which the attor- 
ney s role was part of a pre-con- 
ceived plan to handle the loot to 
escape detection. 

According to the Record. the 
lawyer was chosen as money han- 
dler so no member of the robber 
gang would be involved in secret- 
ing the cash. The plan ealled for 
the Jawyer to hire some 40 safe 
deposit boxes. the Record says, 
where the money could be placed 
by him without suspicion. The 
vaults are reported to be in banks 
throughout the country. 

The Record story followed un- 
confirmed reports that the FBI has 
traced $236.500 of the Brink’s cash 
to some of the vaults. About $30,- 
000 is reported to have been used 
for purchase of government bonds. 

The lawyer under constant 
surveillance, the Record says, and 
he will be brought in for question- 
ing within the next few days.

Kicked Us, 


Chiang Says 


TAIPEH, Formosa, 
Chiang Kai-shek assailed today 
both ‘‘Soviet Russian bandits’”’ and 
nations of the West which he de- 
clared “‘kicked us while we were 
down, encouraged ihe enemy to 
knock us out, and rejoiced at our 
defeat.”’ 

His unusually caustic attack on 
Western Powers came in a speech 
before the annual meeting of the 
‘National Assembly. composed of 
representatives of local as- 
semblies who select the presidents 
of Nationalist China. 

Chiang, president of Nationalist 
China, mentioned no nations. But 
he undoubtedly was thinking of the 
U. S. White Paper of July, 1950, 
Which virtually wrote off the Na- 
tionalists, and such nations as 
Britain’ which have’ recognized 
‘Communist China. 

After criticizing the Western 
world for failing to help when the 
Communists were overrunning Chi- 
na in 1949, Chiang declared: 

‘‘Although at least 14 nations are 
now collectively fighting the Reds 
in Korea, they have not succeeded 
in defeating the enemy, which con- 
itinues to deride them.’’ 
The implication seemed 
he believed criticism of the 
Nationalists when they were being
